"Anne Sullivan Macy, The Story 
Behind Helen Keller"

From the very beginning, Annie’s task proved tremendous. 
That she was a Yankee did not help her to become better received ; 
by her southern employer, Captain Keller, who had fought for the 
South during the Civil War. To add to her problems, Helen had j 
been completely spoiled. 

It was necessary that the teacher gain full control over the 
rebellious student if learning were to begin. Thus, between Helen’s 
tantrums and the dubious glances from Captain Keller, Annie sought 
to seclude the student from her family distractions. 

Success was slow in coming, but on April 5, 1887, Helen had 
learned the key to the language barrier. Now for the first time since 
Jimmie’s death Annie Sullivan departed from her island of lone¬ 
liness. “Teacher”, as she was called, and student became inseparable. 
With the coming of Christmas in the Keller home there came a 
ray of hope and happiness. 

News of Annie’s success with Helen soon spread northward. 
Unfortunately one Boston newspaper exaggerated the happenings 
in Tuscumbia, but this could be expected under the circumstances. 
It was at this time that Annie and Helen gradually entered the pub¬ 
lic light with their first tour North. 

Although “Teacher” and student were to be well received many 
trials and tribulations confronted them. Annie continually exerted | 
every effort to help Helen to improve her speech. Even though the j 
student had already learned to read the speech of others, this was 
-not enough to satisfy the teacher. 

By 1894 Annie and Helen were invited to attend a new school 
for teaching oral language to the deaf. Their finances were at the 
lowest level, but they had high hopes! With some improvement in 
articulation, Helen came to the conclusion that she would never have 
a normal voice. 

During this period Annie and her student were to meet many 
notable figures. Needless to say Miss Sullivan was acknowledged as 
a great teacher by many of these famous people. However, it was 
Dr. Alexander Graham Bell who was to have the greatest influence 
on Annie. 

By now she began to wonder if her student deserved a more 
capable teacher. On occasion tempting offers had been made to 
“Teacher”, but in spite of everything Annie continued to stand by 
-Helen. ' *' _ » 

The years of Helen Keller’s formal education were difficult ones 
for Annie. In 1898 Helen enrolled in the Cambridge School for Young 
Ladies. This proved a trying time for Annie since the director of 
the school made an unsuccessful attempt to separate the two people 
who had become as one. Only through the intervention of Mrs. 
Keller and some of Annie’s friends, namely Dr. Bell, was the prob¬ 
lem brought to a happy conclusion. Never again would a separation 
be attempted. 

After years of study and examinations Helen Keller finally 
entered Radcliffe College where she graduated with honors following 
four years of devoted assistance from Annie Sullivan. During this 
time Annie was to meet her future husband, John Macy. Also, Helen 
Keller was to write her book: “The Story of My Life”, in which 
only a brief account mentioned Annie Sullivan and this was at her 
own request.
